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The amnial 'honinVardmcnt on the 
nearby lakes ami slrcanis starts at 
sunrise next Thursday, Oct. 16, when 
the shooting sea?on for migratory 
water 'fowl opens in Illinois. The 
openinjr day is expected to brinfi 
thousands of ■liunlers into the area :uid 
the first 'fow da>'s are also expected to 
produce good sport anionK tlie nini- 
rods as well as some of tiie seeminRly 
inevitajble accidents that accompany 
the season opening. 

Only minor dhan^es in tlic Ranic 
code are noted this year. The season 
dales are from Oct. Ifi to Dec. M, in- 
clusive, for ducks, brant and coots 
(mndilicns): but rails and trallinules 
m;ty be taken from Sept. 1 to Nov. 30. 
Shoottnj,' hours are from sunrise lo A 
p. ni. for ducks, geese, brant and coots. 

I'eeduiK or baitiug of 'birds or the 
use of live dfcoys is prohrbited. Threc- 
.Thell limit on repeating sliotgnns, not 
larger tlian 10 gauge, is permitted. 

Section 33 of the stale game code 
.provides the following restrictions: 
"It shall be unl.^^\^fuI for any person 
to take migratory waterfowl within 
100 yards of any waterfowl rciuge; 
for. any person lo establish or use any 
blind for taking wild geese within 150 
yards of any other blind or within 75 
yards of the boundary of the proi)crty 
upon which such bh'iid is located; for 
any person lo use any lloating blind 
other than a floating blind tliai is se- 
curely fixed or auchoreil, except that 
crippled hird-s othenvise irretrievable, 
may be taken from a hoat propelled by 
oars. 

TJie daily limit for ducks is 10, in the 
aggregate of all kinds; geese, daily 
limit 3; coots 25. I'ossossiou limits 
— ducks and geese, 2 days' kill; cools, 
1 day's kill. 

A federal duck stamp must be had 
l)y persons 16 years of age or over 
when taking any kind of migratory 
waterfowl. Stamps may he purchased 
at any post office.

The bewildered soul who wailed, 
"What'll I <lo? I'm damned if I do 
and damned if I don't!" wJien ofTcrcd 
a choice of two ecpinlly uivplcasant al- 
ternatives had nothing on proprietors 
of Lake county esta'blislunenis -where- 
in are located either slot machines or 
pin ball madiincs. 

Proprietors in tlic .AntiocOi and Eox 
Lake areas were notificil by federal 
tax investigators Tuesday that they 
will be reipnrcd to pay a tax on Nov. 
1 on each such machine"" now oper- 
ating. Since the federal fi&cal year is 
from July 1 to July 1, this would not 
be the lax for the full year, which 
would amount lo 1 50, but a*])roportion- 
al tax of about $37.50. 

The prcitblem of paying thc!tax puts 
the proprietors of establis'hn'ients or 
owners of machines in a sonu'what 
delicate situation. 

If they don't pay the fine by Nov. 
1 they arc liiible to a penalty of $500. 
I'f they do pay it, they tacitly adniil 
possession of tlie machine on which 
the tax is paid — and slot 'machines are 
unlawful in the state of Illinois. A 
recent ruling of the attorney general 
also classifies pin ball madliines as un- 
la:wi'ul. The .Antioch village board 
liccn»:d. pinball-iiiachines prior to the 
isstiance of that ruling. It is not 
known what official action, if any, will 
be taken locally in view of the numer- 
ous changes that have occurred in the 
situation during recent weeks.

Political Cushion No Shock Absorber 

When a house is afire people do funny things— like 
the lady who threw her mirror out of the window and 
carried her coat on her arm. 

For years past, many of us have been blinded by a 
smoke screen of "emergency," and have been throwing 
some of our most prized possessions out of the window 
as a "remedy." 

Now, with the greatest emergency of all facing us, 
we stand to lose the very substance of our independence 
if we don't waken from a hypnotic spoil under which wc 
have been made to think we must look to government 
largesse for our sustenance and Hvel.hood. 

Govci-nment has become so great in the lives of 
millions of citizens, that a great proportion of our popu- 
lation actually feels that it is incapable of caring for itself. 
Those who would bring about a more completely social- 
ized form of government, are using the defense emer- 
gency to the utmost to extend their official control over 
the individual and industry in many fields, beyond war 
necessities. 

We have long seen the trend developing to nation- 
alize the electric industry, banking, real estate operations 
and other activities too numerous to mention. We now 
see it extending to the oil industry, and quitly but insid- 
iously to the coal industry. Stales' rights, as well as in- 
dividual rights, are nithlessly destroyed in this process. 
If our primary natural resources, such as electricity, 
oil and co.il. can be sufiiciently Federalized, the founda- 
tion is l.iid for national socialism a la Germany or Russia. 
The existence of virtually all business, large or small, is 
wrapped up in our basic industries. The inevitable result 
of socialisation of irdustry is the creation of a %-ast and 
invincible political bureaucracy with power concentrated 
in the hands of the few.

To put it bluntly, it is clear that certain powerful 
labor leaders have one aim in mind: To make it impossible 
for any man to obtain a job, any man to earn a living, 
unless he belongs to a labor union. These labor leaders, 
in short, are driving toward a labor monopoly— and to- 
ward personal dictatorship over every working man and 
woman in this country. 

In pursuing that goal, these leaders will use any 
weapon that comes to hand. They will, call strikes in 
defense industries, apparently not caring n whit that the 
coimtry's security and safety are thereby imperiled. They 
will rig labor elections in one way or another, so that 
the ordinary union man is virtually voiceless. They will, 
on occasion, stoop to violence and terrorism. They make 
use of that most terrible weapon— the black-list. Their 
obvious purpose is to put the fear of God into workers 
and employers, so that they will knuckle under. 

The callous disregard certain labor leaders have 
shown for government itself in this time of grave crisis 
! indicates the way the wind blows. They make totally 
unjustified and impossible demands on industry on an 
-or else!" basis. Their methods are often impossible to 
differentiate from those of Capone in the heydey of or- 
ganiired vice. This projected labor monopoly is one of 
the most serious problems the United Stales has ever 

faced. 

Let this state of afTairs go on long enough, and the 
country will be helpless. A few fat-salaried labor lead- 
ers will rule this country as surely as Hitler rules his 
Ri'ich. Nothing will be done without their permission

"I believe in God, the Father Al- 
mighty, . . . and in Jesus Christ 
His only Son, our Lord . . . I be- 
lieve in the Holy Giiost," How often 
we have solemnly repeated these 
words in the Apostles' Creed, and 
how appropriate it is that our pres- 
ent three month series of lessons on 
great Christian teachings should be- 
gin last Sunday with a study of God, 
the Creator and heavenly Father, 
nnd continue today with Christ the 
Saviour, nnd present next Sunday 
the Holy Spirit, the Comforter. 

These arc profound Christian 
truths, but at the same time they 
are so simple as to be grasped by 
the youngest child. Today we have 
the great privilege of presenting in 
our classes our Saviour, the Lord 
Jesus Christ. He was 

I. The Setr-DenyinK Servant (Matt. 
20:25-28). 

Scripture clearly teaches that 
God's standards are not the same 
as the world's standards, and that 
His methods of operation are just 
the opposite of those of the world. 
All too often Christians and churches 
imitate the world both in principle 
and practice, with disastrous re- 
sults. Consider 

\. The False Greatness of the 
World (v. 25), "Rulers"— "great- 
ness" — "exercise authority"— how 
altogether ui>-to-date these words 
sound. They are the big and swell- 
ing words of the small hearts and 
minds which rule after the manner 
of this world. They epitomize the 
ambitions of the great majority of 
mankind, but they arc definitely 
non-Christian. We sec that as wo 
go on to consider 

2. The Humility of True Great- 
ness- (vv. 26, 27). Service in the 
spirit of humility and self-sacrifice- 
this is tho standard of Christ, Yes, 
and it is His command to His fol- 
lowers. To bo great for Christ one 
must become the servant of others. 
This teaching appears all through 
Scripture (for example, see lAikc 
4:11; John 13:13-17; I Pet. 5:5. C). 

How often service in the church is 
rendered in a spirit of pride, self- 
glory, nnd for the commendation 
and reward nf men. When that re- 
ward is not forthcoming or some 
real humbling sacrifice is rctiuired, 
the work is not desired or the work- 
er becomes olTondcd. Here is one 
of the roots of trouble in the church. 
Lot us put it away as we loolt upon 

3. Christ Our Example (v. 28). He 
paid the price of our redemption, 
going to tho death of Calvary for 
us. From the highest glory which 
He had with the Father (John 17:5). 
He graciously stooped to deepest ig- 
no'miny as Ho became sin for us 
(H Cor. 5:21). Throughout both His 
life and His death Ho perfectly rep- 
ressnted that solf-denying, solf-hum- 
bling service which He expects of 
His followers. 

II. The Seeking Saviour (Luke 
19:1-10). 

There is much that is precious 
and beautiful to be said aljout our 
Lord, but perhaps nothing which 
brings Him so close to needy hu- 
manity as the fact that He had 
"come to seek and to save that 
which was lost'* (v. 10). He was 

1. Ever Interested in Sinners (vv. 
1-7). Jesus was on this occasion 
coming up to Jerusalem for the last 
time. The cross was ahead. Ho 
was much taken up with His coming 
death and greatly straitened in 
spirit (.see Mark 10:32 and Luke 
12:50). He was passing through the 
great and wicked city of Jericho, 
yet in the midst of His deep sorrow 
and out of the vast multitude of that 
city He reached out to touch one 
sinner. 

Zacchaeus was a man despised 
for his calling of tax collector, and 
hated for his dishonesty. He was 
an outcast from his own people and 
a stranger to God's grace, but Jesus 
was interested In him. Are we ready 
thus to go to seek and save tho 
lost? Are we bolter (or busier) than 
our Lord? 

2. Always Able to Save Sinners 
(vv. 8-10). Zacchaeus was a rich 
man, but lie was n sinner. It is not 
easy for a rich man to be saved, 
but it can be done (see Matt. 10: 
23-20). Read tlio preceding verses of 
that chapter (vv. lG-22) and you 
learn of another rich man who was 
not saved, the rich young ruler. He 
was a far better man than Zac- 
chaeus— honest, upright, honored in 
his community. How was it that 
the wicked nnd despised rich man 
was saved and the good and respect- 
ed rich man was lost? 

Tiio answer is that llie former ad- 
mitted that lie was a sinner and 
thus made it possible for Christ to 
save him, while the latter loved him- 
self and his gold more than Christ 
and shut the door against His re- 
deeming love.

CHARLESTON, S. C— The lost 
graveyard of Bald Head, where the 
shade of a lovely lady is said to 
stroll in the moonlight accompanied 
ty. three headless Spaniards, is t!ic 
object of an exciting " search 
launched by a troop of Greenboro 
<N. C.) Boy Scouts. 

Bald Head island — ofTicially 
Smith's island— was the earliest set- 
tled point on the lower North Caro- 
lina coast. It lies at the mouth of 
Iho Cope Fear river, ofT Southport. 
The original settlors were pirates, 
and doubtless picked the island be- 
cause of its strategic location 
athwart tlic consta] trade routes. 

Drove Pirates Out. 
. America's first Charles Town was 
ettled on Cape , Fear, six miles 
¥' above Bald Head. But the pirates 
made things so hot for the settlors 
1hat they moved their town to the 
Cooper river mouth in South Caro- 
lina and subsequently contracted the 
name to Charleston. 

Settlers eventually overcame the 
pirates and drove them out. For a 
few years the island was a law- 
abiding community. Then tlic 
mainland town of Smithville— now 
Southport— was founded, and grad- 
ually Bald Head's residents moved 
over to it. 

■ For r years the island was unin- 
habited, save for lighthouse keepers 
and Coastguardsmen. Tlie jungle 
reclaimed the cleared lands of the 
settlers, including the graveyard 
where rested the bones of the early 
settlers, honest and otherwise. 
Among the simple headstones was 
a more pretentious vault of rod 
brick. The bricks were brought 
Irom England with those for St. 
Phillip's cliurch at Orton's Planta- 
tion, a few miles oway. 

Shade of Burr's Daughter. 

The lady ghost wlio walks the 
sands of Bald Head supposedly is 
the shade of Mrs. Theodosia Burr 
Alston, daughter of Aaron Burr, and 
■wife of an early South Carolina gov- 
ernor. Mrs. Alston left Charleston 
on the sloop Patrick, bound for 
"New York. Shortly after a violent 
storm struck tlie Carolina coast and 
the Patrick never was seen again. 
Many believed she went aground on 
Cape Fear shoals off Bald Head, 
i^and that the pirates captured all 
aboard, including Mrs. Alston, a 
teifjning beauty of licr day. 
t^As to the three headless Span- 
iards, even legend is cloudy. It is 
generally conceded that they were 
pirates. Perhaps they lost their 
heads in combat with their fellow 
"buccaneers. Anyhow, according to 
legend, they now roam on Bald Head 
with a troop of Greensboro Boy 
Scouts hard on their heels. 
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Farmer Discovers Cache 

Of Ancient Treasures 

WINNIPEG, MANITOBA.— D, J. 
Prystach, a High Blufl farmer, isn't 
r saying exactly where he found it, 
but he claims ' .have discovered a 
., rich store of treasure, seemingly 
looted from white men by Indians 
and buried on an island in the Assin- 
_oine river during a bloody battle 
fcetwcen rival redskin tribes more 

an 180 years ago. 
,„^Prystach said he first discovered 
iWi old cedar log buried deep in the 
'jmnd on the island. He split Ibe log 
apart and found bits of colorcu glass 
jFid tiny particles of copper, brass, 
"^Sliver, gold and lead. 

He said he then made a second 
and more startling discovery. He 
related that he was walking through 
the bush on his estate when he no- 
ticed a stream of water running into 
a hole in the ground. He enlarged 
the hole and bared before his eyes 
was an amazing treasure. 

It included, ho said, exquisite 
rings, bracelets, earrings, buckles, 
chandeliers, goblets, vases, sword 
hilts, powder horns, knives, trays, 
kettles, braziers, even bars of gold 
and silver.

WITHIN tho next two years the 
airplane Industry of the United 
States will suffer from a Bliortage 
of skilled mechanics if the present 
rate of training is not speeded. 
This fact was disclosed by two 
surveys that estimated a need of 
eight to ten 
mechanics per 
airplane.. 

The surveys, 
one by a gov- 
ernment agency 
and the other by 
a committee of 
the Aeronautical 
Chamber of 
Commerce, also 

reported that 

private schools which teach me- 
chanical courses were operating at 
about 50 _por cent capacity. 

Throe major reasons were cited 
by the school men for the low level 
of their business; 

(1) Young men who would have 
gone to a mechanic's school And 
that they can now get jobs without 
training because of the defense pro- 
gram. 

(2) Selective service has taken" 
many young men who either were 
In school or would have gone to 
schonl. 

(3) The government Is offering 
free vocational training, which docs 
not etiulp men to service airplanes 
but neverthelosH lures many men 
away from more expensive tralulug. 

This problem of tr.ilning me- 
chauIcR Is a verj* vltnl one and stepa 
should bo taken to remedy the situa- 
tion, Skilled mechanics are not 
trained overnight and all qjallfled 
schools should be utilized to the 
fullest extent. The aviation Indus- 
try is providing a certain amount of 
apprentice training for Its unskilled 
workmen, but there Is no reaaon to 
believe that the Industry can supply 
II tlie'men who will be needed.
